Deborah Typifies 
Underestimated 
Power of a Woman 
*r 
■ 
FVEBORAH, the prophetess who 
saved Israel, is one of the 
Bible’s most perfect examples of : 
how women have influenced the i 
destinies of nations, even while ( 
being judged inferior to men. 
Among the Israelites, women 
occupied an honorable yet in­ 
equal place. 
Note, for instance, 
Saint 
Paul’s 
prejudice, against 
women assuming any equal part 
with men in the early church. Yet 
Paul reveals how im portant a 
place Priscilla and other good 
women occupied in the early days 
of Christianity. 
Deborah was the most influen­ 
tial of Israel’s women. A prophet­ 
ess, who dwelt beneath a palm 
tree, she was frequently consulted 
by the children of Israel. 
Her 
judgments were nourishing rays of 
hope to a people that had been 
conquered and in bondage for 20 
years, cowed into subjection by 
King Jabin of Caanan and his 
ruthless Captain Sisera. 
As Deborah won the confidence 
of her people, she became the 
leader of an underground move­ 
ment. And when the crucial hour 
came she sent for Barak, the sol­ 
dier. 
At first Barak refused to 
rise up against Captain Sisera, 
although Deborah’s strategy was 
sound. 
It was not that Barak was a 
coward. 
A shrewd soldier, he 
rea li^ d the odds against him were 
almost overwhelming. 
However, 
he consented to go if Deborah 
would accompany him. 
With sly 
humor, Deborah agreed to risk her 
life if Barak would credit her with 
the outcome. 
Heartened 
by 
her 
presence, 
Barak and his forces marched *«* 
Mt. Tabor and won a complete 
victory. Sisera fled, to meet death 
by the hand of Jael, and Deborah, 
a member of the “inequal sex."
